way to make them fat, is to keep them dry and 
cloſe together , and dark, and always let them 
have meat and water enough betore them : men 
do feed them with Wheat , but Hemp-ſced is a

Of the Rot in Conies. 


The Rot that is incident to Conies cometh by 
iving them too much green Meat , or gathering 
heix greens with the dew on it 3 therefore Jet 
them have it but ſeldom, and then the dryneſs of 
the Hay you give them will drink up the moiſture 

knit in them, and keep them ſound without 
danger. | | | 


Of Madneſs in Conies. 


"Tt is ingendered by corrupt bloud ſpringing 
from the rankneſs of their keeping, and you ſhall 
know it by their wallowing and tumbling with 
their heels upward, and leaping in their Boxes : 
to cure them, you mult give them Thiltles to 
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cat, and it will heal them. Thus much for the 
tame and rich Cony. | 


How # Capon may lead Chickens. 


Capons are of two uſes, the one is to lead 
Chickens ,' Ducklings , young Turkies, Peas Hens; 
Pheſants, or Partridges, which-it will doe natw- 
rally, and kindly 3 and by reaſon of the largeneſs 
of his body, will brood, . or cover eafily thirty"? 
forty, he will lead them forth ſafely, and defend 
them from Kites, or Buzzaxds , better than the 
Hens. The way to make them take the charge, 
is with a fine finall bryer, or elſe ſharp Netrles at 
night, do but ſting all his breaſt, and neathet 
parts, and then in the dark fet the Chickens un< 
der him; the warmth or heat taketh away the 
ſmart, ſo he will fall much in love with them 
and whenſoever he proveth unkind, you muſt 
him again, and this will make him never forſake 
them, 


Of Feeding and Cramming Capons. 


The beſt way to cram a Capon, is to take Bars 
ly- meal reaſonably ſifted , and mix it with'New- 
milk, make it into a good ſtiff Dow-paſte, then 
make it into long crams, or rowls, biggeſt in 
the midſt, ſmall at both ends, and then wetting 
them in luke-warm Milk, give the Capon a full 
gorge, three times a day, morning, noon, and 
night, and he'will in two or three weeks be as 
fat as any man nceds to cat,

A Pip is. a: white 'thin ſcale growing on the

Of the. Rup in Poultery. 


+« The Rup. is a filthy bile or ſwelling on the 
Rumpy it will corrupt the whole :body 3 it is ordi- 
narily.. known by the ſtaring or turning of the 
feathers backwards: To cure this, you muſt pull 
away the feathers, and'open the (ore; thruſt out the 
coar, 'and then waſh the place with ſalt and water, 
or with brine, and it helpeth. | 


Of the Flux in Poultery. 


The Flux in Poultery cometh with eating tco 
much moiſt meat; the cure is to give them Peas, 
Bran'ſcalded, and it will ſtay them. 


Of Stopping in the Belly. 


Stopping in the belly. of Poultery is contrary to 
the flax, ſo that they cannot. move therefore you 
ſhall/ anoint: the. vents, and then-give them either 
ſmall bits of bread, ox corn, ſteept in man's urine, 
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Of Lice in Poultery. 


If your Poultery he much troubled with Lice, 
as it is common, proceeding from corrupt food , 
or want of bathing in ſand, or aſhes, or fuck 
likez take Pepper ſmall beaten, mixing it with 
warm water; waſh your Poultery therein, and it 
will kill all forts of Vermine, | 


Of Paultery being Stung. 


If they be ſtung with any venomous Worms, 
or venomous thing, as you may perceive by their: 
lowring and ſwelling 3 if ſo, then you muſt anoint: 
them with Ruc and Butter mixt together, and it 
helpeth, 


Of Sore Eyes in Poulery. 


If they have fore Eyes, you muſt take a leaf 
ar two of Ground-Ivy and chewing it well in 
your mouth , ſuck out the juice, and ſpit it into 
the ſore Eye, and it will moſt aſſuredly heal it, 
as it hath been often tried, 


Of Hens that Eaz their Eggs. 


. If you will not have your Hen cat her Eggs, 
lay a piece of Chalk, cut like an Egg, at which 
ſhe will often be pecking z and lofing her labour, 
ſhe will refrain the thing. 


Of 
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Of making Hens lay ſoon and oft. 


WY you feed your Hens oft with Toaſt taken 
out of Ale, with Barly boil'd, or Fiches, they will 
hy off, and all the Winter. 


Of Feeding the Partridge , Phiaſant, or 
Ouail. 


Theſe three' are the moſt dainticft of all other 


| Birds: And for the Pheaſant or Partride, you 
| may feed 'them both in one xoom , where you 
| may have little "Boxes for them to run and hide 
themſelves in' the corners of the room : In the 
middle of the room you muft have three Wheat- 
ſheaves, two with their cars upwards, and one 
with the cars downward, and near unto them 
ſhallow Tubs' with water, that they may eaſily 
drink out of the Tubs, and peck the ears of Corn 
at pleafore: By this manner of feeding of them, 
you ſhall have thei as fat as is' poſhble, As for 


. your Quails, the beſt feeding of them is in long 


flat ſhallow Boxes,/ each Box able to hold two or 
three dozen, the formoſt fide being fer with round 
pins fo thick that the Quail do no more but put 
out her head; before i the opert' fide fhall fiand 
one Trough full of Wheat, another with Hemp- 
ſeed, and another with Water fo that in two or 
three weeks you ſhafl have them exceeding fat. 
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Of Godwites, Knots, Roofes, or Curlewes, 


For to feed any of theſe Fowl, which arc eftce- 
med of all other the dainticft and deareſt; Take 
fair Childer-wheat and water, give them thrice a» 
day, morning, noon and night, that will doe it & 
fectually 3 but if you intend to have them extra» 
ordinary, and cramed, then you muft take the fi- 
nef-dreſt Wheat-meal, and mixing it with Milk, . 
make it into Paſte, and as you knead it, ſprinkle 
into it the grains of ſmall Wheat till the Paſte be 
fully mixt therewith 3 then make little ſmall crams 
thereof, dipping them in water, give to every 
Fowl according to his bigneſs, till the gorge be 
well filld 3 doe this as oft as you ſhall find the 
gorge empty , and in one- fortnight they will be 
excceding fat; and with theſe Crams you may 
feed any Fowl, what kind or nature ſocver, 


How to feed Black: Birds, Thruſhes, Felfairs, or 
any ſmall Birds whatſoever, 


To feed theſe Birds, being taken wild, and old, 
it is good to have ſome of their kind tame to 
mix among them, and there putting them into 
great Cages, three or four yards ſquare, placing 
therein divers Froughs, fome flPd with Haws, 
ſome with Hemp-ſced, and ſome with Water 3 
that the tame teaching the wild to cat, and the 
wild finding ſuch change and alteration of food, 
they will in twelve or fourteen days grow CX- 


ceeding fat, and fit for the uſe of the Kitchin. 
x A Star- 
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A Starling. 


A Starling is one of the worſt Birds to cat that 
is; the will cat bitter being dead 3 but keep them 
alive, one of the beſt Birds that is to talk of 
whiſtle ; there is two forts of them, a Field-Star- 
ling that breeds in a Tree, and a Houfe-Starling 
that breeds in Churches, or in Houſes z a Cock- 
Starling hath a white throat , and a black fircak 
adernench his tongue , and a Hen-Starling hath 
none.
